Critz, a first 
cousin of the late Z. Smith Reynolds, 
was found shot through the head and 
seriously wounded in the bathroom of 
his home here tonight. 

Relatives and authorities were un- 
communicative, the former saying they 
did not know whether the 35-year-old 
tobaceo buyer and amateur aviator 
was “accidentally shot or intentional- 
ly shot.” 

Critz, who is married and has one 
child, was reported to have been alone 


in the bathroom when a shot was) 


heard. He did not lose consciousness 
immediately, but refused to make any 
atatement after being taken to a hos- 
pital. . 

Critz’ mother was a sister of the 
late R. J. Reynolds. tobaceo magnate, 
who died several years ago leaving an 
estate now estimated at $100,000,- 
OO} to his four children. 

Smith Reynolds was fatally shot at 
the family home here last July 6 after 
a birthday. party. His widow, the 
former Broadway singer, Libby Hol- 
man, and his chum, Albert Walker, 
were indicted on a charge of murder. 
The charge was dropped 10 days ago, 
with an announcement by the state 
there was insufficient evidence to 
warrant a trial. 

At the inquest into young Reynolds’ 
death, which resulted in a verdict 
blaming “unknown parties,” Critz was 
a witness. He told of having gone to 
Reynolda a few hours after the young 
tobacco heir was found dying with a 
bullet through the brain on a second- 
story sleeping porch of Reynolda, the 
Revnolds’ estate, and described con- 
ditions at the scene of the tragedy.

Stimson Notes Inform 
Great Britain, France 
and Belgium That De- 
cember 15 Installments 
Must Be Paid in Full. 


EARLY SETTLEMENT 
URGED BY SENATOR 


Borah Says Delays and 
Temporary Measures 
Will Not Reopen For- 
eign Markets. 


By the Associated Press. 

Foreign nations seeking an exten- 
sion from the United States of the 
intergovernmental debt moratorium 
were advised in three notes made pub- 
lic yesterday by Secretary Stimson 
to deliver their payments on Decem- 
ber 15. 

The notes, which were handed to 
the British, French and Belgian am- 
bassadors November 23, suggested that 


‘by such payments the prospects of 
a satisfactory approach to the whole 
question . . , would be greatly in- 
creased.” 

Secretary Stimson said President 
Hoover had no authority to grant an 
extension of the moratorium, but 
added that the chief executive was 
prepared to recommend to congress 
the creation of a commission to ex- 
amine the whole debt problem, as the 
debtor nations had asked. 

Chairman Borah, 6f-thé senate for- 
eign relations committee, opposed pay- 
ment of the installments due next 
month in the currencies of the nations 
making them, as President Hoover 
had Suggested, He described the plan 
as “a diluted form of moratorium.” 

In London during the day Prime 
Minister MacDonald expressed confi- 
dence that a new debt agreement 
could be made with the United States 
which would permit passing the in- 
stallments. 

The chancellor of the British ex- 
chequer, Neville Chamberlain, said, 
meanwhile, that if Britain resumes 
her payments it will be necessary to 
boost the income tax from 25 to 30 
per cent. 

Attributed by brokers to the “debt 
uncertainty,” the pound sterling closed 
at $3.21 1-4, the lowest it has reached 
since Great Britain went off the gold 
standard in September, 

Across the channel from Great 
Britain, the debt situation was aired 
at a cabinet meeting in Paris and 
the text of Secretary Stimson’s note 
made public. After the meeting 
Premier Herriot said in answer to a 
question whether France would send 
another note to Washington : : 

“There is no question of that for 
the moment. I wish to examine the 
American reply at leisure and benefit 
from the observations of technicians 
before making any decision.”

Defendant Brown Denies 
Kicking, Trampling or 
Choking HospitalPatient

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 25.—/)— 
The chapter of testimony that federal 
court is writing into the history of 
the Dickinson case—a trial in which 
Austin Leroy Brown is accused of 
murder for th death of Charles K. 
Dickinson—was closed today, and the 
chapter on arguments will be written 
tomorrow. 

Dickinson was a patient in the 
United States Veterans’ hospital here. 
Brown was an attendant. Dickinson 
died last month and Brown was 
charged with murder after physicians 
said the patient died from pneumonia 
induced by vuncturing of the lung by 
one of 16 ribs. 

Brown testified in his own defense 
today and denied repeatedly that he 
kicked, trampled or choked Dickin- 
son. State's witnesses have testified 
that Brown kicked the patient after 
choking him insensible. 

Brown today described the room in 
whick he had an encounter with Dic«s- 
inson a few days before the paticnt 
died. He said his first indication of 
trouble was when somebody yelled, 
“J.ook out, Brown.” 

“IT looked up to see a man filging | 
through air from the top of a table,” 
he testified. “He hit me on the nose 
and face. knocking me dizzy. — 

“He hit chairs behind me with a 
great crash. When I wiped the blood 
out of my eyes I saw Dickinson on 
the floor struggling with Walter 
Epps, another attendant. | 

“Dickinson was more of a man) 
than I was when he was in one of his 
insane rages and I had great trouble 
getting him beck to his chair in a 
corner of the room. When I got him 
there 1 saw Ott (Aaron Ott, another 
attendant) in one door and Epps in 
another.” 

He estimated the struggle lasted 15 


minutes.

“Agencies of modern communica- 
tion are doing much to break down 
many sectional lines and establish na- 
tional unity, but many factors of eco- 
nomic and industrial expansion are 
bringing the various sections out in 


bold relief and developing regional- | 


mindedness. In the future we may ex- 


pect an intensification rather than an 


abatement of sectionalism. In the 
process of industrialization, important

problems will affect a 
group of states, a section, a region, 
but will not be of particular interest 


Sherrill. 

“Since 1913 the government has 
given limited recognition to the idea 
of regionalism, thus giving some relief 
from rigid uniformity. In that year 
the federal reserve banking system 
was established it has proved 
to be a happy compromise between 
centralization and autonomy.’ 

Talks of Congress Action. 

Dr. Sherrill referred to the federal 
farm loan act of 1916, the national de- 
fense act of 1920, the transportation 
act of 1920, the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation act and the federal 
home loan bank act as further recog- 


nitions by congress of the regional 


principle of government. Regional 
control of the prohibition question was 
suggested by Dr. Sherrill as a plan 
giving a fair measure of regional self- 
determination while greatly broaden- 
ing the area and strengthening en- 
forcement in dry regions. 

While it is easy to see that there 
is a place, if indeed not a genuine 
need, for regional government, the 


'matter of outlining a workable plan 
or even suggesting a yrractical method 
\of establishing such a government is 


a more difficult undertaking, Dr. 
Sherrill said. 

Methods of establishing regional 
government, as outlined by Dr. Sher- 
rill, include amendment of the -con- 
stitution with resulting confusion over 
powers and boundaries; the use of in- 


| terstate agreements or compacts, with 
the consent of congress, but with the 


difficulty of providing governmental 
machinery; extension of machinery 
similar to the federal reserve banking 
system with the federal government 
retaining central control, and adop- 
tion of a plan of issuing federal char- 
ters to certain regions, permitting 
them to organize public or quasi-pub- 
lie corporations for the specific per- 
formance of certain necessary services. 

Adoption of regional government 
would afford an opportunity of ex- 
perimenting with simpler forms of 
government, centralization and control 
with local autonomy, removal of im- 
portant business matters from the 
realm of politics, efficient and eco- 
nomic performance of. many needed 
services without the government going 
into business and an opportunity for 
private citizens to profitably invest 
their money in the stocks of these 
corporations without competition from 
the government, Dr. Sherrill said,

Friday night's sesion was devoted to 
the anniversary observance of the 
board of laymen’s activities.

Cabinet Approves. Ex- 
_pense of Another Year’s 
- Manchurian Occupation. 


BY GLENN BABB. 
- TOKYO, Nov. 25.—(#)—The Japa- 
nese cabinet today approved a budget 
which, as a result of the extraordi- 
mary demands of the army and navy 
chiefly in connection with Manchuria, 
is the largest in the history of Japan. 

The total expenditure for the year 
beginning April 1, 1933, will be 
2.239,000,000 yen—$447,800,000. The 
budget involves a deficit of 897,000,- 
000 yen — $179,400,000 — for which 
bonds must be issued, as the minister 
of finance, Korekiyo Takahashi, re- 
fused to increase taxation. 

The army gets 448,000,000 yen— 
£89,000,000—in the new budget, and 
the navy 373,000,000 yen—374,600,- 
000. In the last normal year, 1930- 
1931. the army appropriation was 
184,000,000 yen — $36,800,000 — and 
the navy received 221,000,000 yen— 
$44,200,000.

be the only newspaperman present, it was the most remarkable banquet 


ever held. 


And. what-was equally remarkable was that Everett Strupper, 


their great halfback, was able to assemble the team, virtually intact, from 
the four corners of the nation. He did this through the means of a chain 
letter, which they read and passed on. 


When time came for starting the 
banquet, there they were, practically 
to a man, *seated aout the long table 
—the team as it lined up for its great- 
est victories , over Pennsylvania— 
Coach Heisman’s alma ~ mater—and 
the Carlisle Indians. 

On one side sat Judy. Harlan, now 
a-businessman of Chicago, his hair 
showing streaks of gray but _ still 
possessed of the powerful, athletic 
build that made the great fullback 
that he was. Facing him, across the 
table. was Joe Guyon. the Indian, 
wide of smile and guttural of tone. 
Guyon’s hair was jet black, a mark 
of his race that time does not alter. 

THE VACANT CHAIR. 

The only vacant chair was that of 
“Shorty” Guill, end, who was killed 
in an automobile wreck not long -ago. 

It was an assemblage of the great 
—the million, dollar team. | Theirs 
was not a question of winning, but 
by what score. Pennsylvania, 41 to 0; 
Auburn, 68 to 7; Vandy, 83-0. 

Big Six Carpenter, captain of the 
17 team, made a great speech, intro- 
ducing Coach Heisman. Every man 
rose to his feet to cheer when that 
scholarly gentleman got up to address 
them. They had called him the great- 
est coach of his time and for all time. 

Heisman’s talk. was pithy and to 
the point. He injected into his speech 
some of his famous adjectives. They 
were delightful, as was his ever-me- 
tieulons diction. He told “his bors 
that he had ridden 800 miles to see 
them, to be at this reunion. 

“Not as a coach, boys, but as a 
comrade,” he said. Heisman’ then 
told them that although threescore 
years old, football had kept him 
young. 

“Keep close to the game as long 
as you can, for it will keep you all 
young,” he advised them, He proved 
his statement. by asserting that he 
played 18 holes of golf a few days 
ago and wasn’t even tired. He con- 
cluded ‘by thanking the old players 
for their loyalty, which, he told them, 
was not only the rarest but the great- 
est of human ‘traits. 

“Moon” Ducote, the old Auburn 
star halfback and an official in to- 
day’s game, happened along and was 
warmly welcomed. Many of them had 


played against “Moon” and they de- 
lighted in relating that “Chief” Guyon | 
was the only man who ever caught | 
him. from behind. The Indian smiled | 
broadly at this. Ducote joined heart- | 
ily in the reunion. | 

ALEX TALLIES. | 

About this time Coach W. A. Alex- | 
ander, who had been attending a re- 
union of the Tech class of 1912 next 
door, and, incidentally, visiting an- 
other Tech meetings—that of the first 
“sub freshman” class—came into the 
room. He made’a typical Alexander 
talk, in which he. asserted that the 
Tech teams of 1917, 1920 and 1928 
were generally conceded to be the 
school’s greatest. He received a good- 
natured challenge from the men of 
17 on this. In fact, the way the 
boys talked, they were almost ready 
to go out and play the game against 
Georgia themselves.

_ Peach Representative 
_ Suggests Plan for Revi- 

sion of Georgia Basic 
Law. 


FORT VALLEY, Ga., Nov. 25.— 
(P)}—A constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing the governor to call state 
and superior judges and other offi- 
cials together to revise the constitu- 
tion’and civil and criminal codes was 
advocated today by E. Leroy Fagan, 
state representative from Peach 
county. 

The amendment would authorize the 
governor to call together the judges of 
the supreme court, court of appeals 
and superior courts, and the secretary 


of state, comptroller-general and at- 


terney-general to revise the constitu- 
tion.

REVISION OF TAX SYSTEM 
URGENT, SAYS SENATOR SISK 
ELBERTON, Ga., Nov. 25.—(#/)— 

A retail sales tax to replace the ad 

yalorem or property tax for state 

purposes was advocated today by J. 

T. Sisk, Elberton, lawyer and s 

senator-elect from the thirtieth 

trict. 
“The paramount problem confrent- 


ing Georgia is a complete revision | 


of our present tax system together 
with a reorganization of the state 
government with a view to decreasing 
expenditures,” he said. 

“The ad valorem tax for state pur- 
poses should be eliminated, and in my 
judgment a retail sales tax for that 
purpose, to take effect at the time the 
federal sales tax ends, would be the 
solution. 

“In addition to this, the income tax 
laws should be extended, the rates 
raised in the higher brackets and the 
exemptions lowered. The latest fiz- 
vres I have show that retail sales 
in Georgia amount to approximately 
$629,000,000 and ai small levy on 
this amount would raise an amount 
equal to our present ad valorem tax 
revenue. There are many arguinents 
in favor of this which I have not 
the time or space to set forth, and 
it has fewer defects than any plan 
with which I am familiar. 

“There should be a systematic re- 
organization of the state government. 
The reorganization bill passed in the 
1930 session of the general assembly 
was nothing more than a_ political 
gesture and accomplished nothing but 
a transposition of clerical forces and 
eliminated practically nothing.”
